The letters do not name Mr. Ham­ 
mond. hut refer to him as a man ’‘very 
wealthy, very high standing and close 
iy associated with President T aft,” 
and stated that he bas purchased all 
the treasury stock. 
It was learned that Mr. Hammond 
and his son paid $4ft,ftftft in cash or ail 
the $75,000 treasury stock and $25,000 
more that Mr. Wade and oue of his 
associates turned uver. The other as 
social* Is A rthur M. Rose, formerly a 
Pittsburg promoter, who was let Into 
the 
company by Wnde because be 
claimed to he able to interest Mr.

Fires 2,000,000 Bullets an Hour.

brought by William R. Rose, A rthur's 
brother, to re a v e r $8000 from Wade, 
the Hammonds and A rthur Rose.

Marren. Rose declares 
that the Auto Machine Gun company 
was incorporated In Delaware to ex­ 
ploit the ’’auto machine gun.'' which is 
declared to be noiseless and smoke 
less and capable of firing

bullets an hour. 
He contracted with 
W ade to sell 16<hi shares of stock, and 
Wade had agreed to let any of his 
prospective custom ers see a demon 
atration of the gun 
Rose alleges that he had Interested 
n num ber of persons who said they 
would buy lf the dem onstration was 
satisfactory, and they were Invited to 
witness a dem onstration on June 29 
last in the company's plant at Staple­ 
ton. Staten Island 
Rose says that a 
short tim e before the dem onstration 
was to be held Wade counterm anded 
It because be hqd heard that Rose had 
invited mem bers of the pres*, and Mr. 
Hammond objected to publicity at that 
time, because he was afraid It woald 
Interfere with his negotiations later 
to sell the gun to the government. By 
calling off the dem onstration. 
Rose 
says Wade prevented the sale of th* 
stock and caused him to lose $8000 In 
profits on the stock. 
The capital stock has a par value of
